TOWN OF VULCAN AND TOWN OF CHAMPION and district commen- 
cing at the southeast coruer of Ip. 14, Rge. 17, north along the said range line 
to the north boundary of Tp. 14, east to the intersection of the Row Biver, 
thence northwesterly along the said river to the interection of the Bow River 
and the western boundary of the Blackfoot Indian Reserve, thence southeast 
along the said boundary to the intersection of the line between Rgs, 23 and 
24, thence south to the north boundary of Tp. 18, thence west to the line be- 
tween Rys. 26 and 27, thence south to the southern beundary of Tp. 16, thence 
east to the line between Rgs. 24 and 26, thence south to the northern bounda- 


ry of Tp. 18, thence east along the Little Bow River to its intersection with 
the northern boundary of Tp. 13 in Rge. 20 then east to the point of com- 


inencement,
